1. (Currently Amended) A method for conducting an on-line surve y in association with 
presentation of an on-line advertisement bv a browser client the method comprising: 

receivin g, bv an ad server, a request for a block of dat a, th e r e qu e st e d block ofd ate 
comprising computer-readable instructions for displaying aathc on-line advertisemen t on the 
browser client , th e requ e st originating from c h comput e r op e rated by a usGr ;_and 

det e rmining whether or not tho usor has - pr e viously be e n solicited to toko the on lino 
survoyv - att d 

adding to th e r e qu e sted block of data, in r e sponso - te -t ho determining stop, further 
computer readable instructions that facilitate invoking a - pr e e e dure - for soliciting the user to ta k e 
tho - OR4m e^Fve vsclectivelv presenting, in response to the receiving step» an on-line survey 
solicitation via the browser client the selectively presenting step comprising performing, in any 
order, the sub-steps of: 

accessing information indicative of a previous presentation bv the browser client 

of the on-line survey solicitation, and 

adding, bv the ad server to the requested block of data, further computer-readable 

instructions that facilitate invoking decision-making steps for determining whether to 

present the on-line survey solicitation via the browser client 

2. (Currently Amended) A computer readabl e medium having sto r ed thoroon comput e r 
e xecutable instructions to facilitat e performing th e method of claim 1 . The method of claim 1 
wherein the adding step is performed at least partially based upon the accessing step. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 > wherein the d e t e rmining accessing step 
comprise s: r e qu e stin g receiving cookie data from the compute r browser client indicative of a 
previous presentation of the on-line survey solicitation* receiving a response to th e request: and 
analyzing tho data to determine wh e th e r h is associated with th e on lin e surv e y . 
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4. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 13 > wh e r e in the d e termining -ste p 
compris e s:ree e iving c o okie data from th e comput e r; 

further comprising analyzing the received cookie data to determine how much time 
hasan elapsed time since th e user was pre viously s olicit e d to tak e the previous presentation of 
the on-line survey soli citation : and 

comparing the elapsed time with a time parameter, wherein the adding step is performed 
if the elapsed time is gr e at e r than exceeds a time period corresponding to t he time parameter. 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , further comprising sending the block of 
dat a, including the added computer-readable instructions, to the computer browser client over a 
computer network. 

6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

presenting the on-line survey solicitation thereby soliciting the user to take the on-line 

survey, 

generatin g, in association with the presenting step, cookie data to indicate tha tthe on- 
line survey solicitation was presented by the browser client th e user has b ee n co lio it o d to tak e th e 
on line aurvey ; and 

sending the generated cookie data over a computer network to the compuc e rb rowser 

client , 

7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising; 

executing the added computer-readable instructions , thereby invoking the proooduro to 
perform fte-steps of: 

referencing a frequency parameter that indicat e s influences the frequency of presenting 
how frequently so l icitations to take t he on-line survey solicitation s aro to bo sent to us e rs ov e r a 
computer network; and 

determining whether or not to present the on-line survey solicitation via the browser 
client d isplav a solicitation to take the survey-to the uoor based , in part, on the frequency 
parameter. 
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8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 7, wherein the on-line survey solicitation 
is conduet e d presented as part of a campaign, wherein the frequency parameter has a value that is 
at least partially a function of tbe-an amount of time remaining in athc campaign, the method 
further comprising calculating the value of the frequency parameter according to an algorithm 



9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 7> wherein the on-line surve y solicitation 
is eendiraed- pnxsented as part of a campaign, wherein the frequency parameter has a value that 
is at least partially a function of &e-an amount of time remaining in athc campaign, the method 
further comprising determining the value of the frequency parameter by referencing a look-up 
table that correlates a plurality of possible times remaining in the campaign with corresponding 
possible frequency values. 

10. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising carrying 
ea texecuting the added computer-readable instructions to invoke th e procedur e to -perform steps 
wmpi H sm gof: 

generating a random number; 

determining whether the random number falls within a saagesct of numbers that 
repr e s e n tc orrespond to a fee frequency with which u se r s ar e to b e solicit e d to tak e- the on-line 
survey solicitation is presented via browser clients : and 

displaying apresenting the on-line survey solicitation to take tho s urvey to the user b a$ed 
on the determining step. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 
d is ptftvin tro resenting the on-line survey solicitation as a pop-up windo w in r e spons e to 




tho determining s top ; and 

in response to th e user aotivatin ^ ctivalion of a link associated w ithin the pop-up 
window, sending a web page to the comput e r^ th e w e b pag eb rowscr clignj. comprising questions 
regarding a product or service advertised in the on-line advertisernent- 

12. (Currently Amended) The method of claim I, further comprising: 
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displaying p resenting the on-line survey solicitation as a pop-up windo w in r e s ponse to 
the d et e rmining s tep ; and 

in response to th e user activatin fl activation of a link as so c i ated w ithin the pop-up 
window, sending a web page to the comput e r, th e web pago browser client comprising questions 
regarding a product or service that is not advertised in the on-line advertisement, 

13. (Currently Amended) A method for soliciting a user of a computer to take an on-line 
survey, the computer being linked to a computer netwoik and running a browser program, the 
method comprising; 

receiving, bv a server, a function oall indicating that request issued by the browser has 
rcquestod fhr one or more files comprising an on-line advertisement; 

s e nding a r e qu e st t o accessing. in response to the receiving seep, cookie data for the 
browser for cookie data r egarding previous attempts to solicit the us e r to Imfc o th o presentation bv 
the browser of an on-line surve y solicitation : 

re ceiv ing a r e spons e to th e requ e st; 

selectively modifying, based on the roopona o cookie data, the one or more requested files 
so that thev ^at least one of the files includes a reference to a-computer-readable instructions for 
deciding whether or not to solicit the user to talc o prescnt the on-line surve y solicitation via the 
browser, and 

sending the one or more modified requested files to the browser over the computer 
network. 

14. (Original) A computer-readable medium having stored thereon computer-readable 
instructions for performing the method of claim 13. 

15. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 3, wherein the one or more requested 
files comprise computer-readable instructions for displaying the on-line advertisement, and 
wherein the selective m odifying step further comprises inserting script readable by the browser 
into the one or more files, the script including instructions for calling a routine that decides 
whether or not to solicit the user to take the on-line survey based on a frequency parameter, the 
frequency parameter 4ndieatmfl hbcing indicative of t hea probability tha t in response to the 
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selectively modifying stein the on-line survey solicitation will be submitted for presentation by 



1 6. (Original) The method of claim 15, further comprising: 

sending further script to the browser comprising instructions for displaying a pop-up 
window that, when clicked on by the user, causes the browser to download a web page that 
includes the on-line survey. 

17. (Currently Amended) A system for conducting an on-line survey, the system 
comprising: 

a client computer for interacting with a user; 

a web server in communication with the client computer; 

a survey logic server in communication with the client computer; and 

computer-readable instructions for 

requesting a web page to be sent from the web server to the client computer, the 
web page including a reference to an on-line advertisement; 

requesting the on-line advertisement to b e s e ntt o for presentation on the client 
compute r so that the on lino advert i sement can be display e d on the on tho client 
comput e r to the us e r ; and 



to the client computer base d at least in part on a stored valu e on the client computer 
indicative of a previous presentation of the on-line survey solicitation on the client 
compute r indicating how recently the user ha s boon previously s olicit e d tn tak e the ra t- 
lin e surv e y . 

18. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 17, wherein the d e ciding sending step 
comprises analyzing cookie data of the client computer to d e t e rmin e indicative of how recently 
the oolioitation to take tho on-line surve y solicitation was previously seftHeexecuted upon the 
client computer.

25. (Original) The system of claim 17, further comprising an ad server for maintaining 
data for displaying the on-line advertisement. 

26. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 25, wherein the ad server adds first 
computer-readable instructions A for invoking a decision routine a to the advertisement data when 
It is deckfod - thftt -consideration is to be given to sending the on-line survey solicitation to the 
computer. 

27. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 26, wherein the survey logic server 
provides the addedflrsj computer readable instructions to the ad server.
